Jay Gould lives at the corner of Fifth avcnn* 


and Forty-seventh street, opposite the AYiud- 
»or hotel. It is a veiy large, splendid brown 
stoue mansion, formerly occupied by ex-Mayor 
Opdyke, of exceptional width and which would 
command tbe immediate attention of almoa^ 
any 
casual 
pasaer-by. 
A reporter went 


trough the house ou Saturday. The vesti- 
bule is fifty feet long and finished in French 
burnt walnut and birdseye maple. In a large 
recess stands a marble statue of Miss Nellie 
Gould, in a recumbent position, taken when 
five years old. An excellent picture of Jay 
Gould, by Herkomer, lecently finished, hangs 
on the wall, while near it a painting by Kosa 
Bonheur—Mr. Gould's last purchase, repro- 
eenting a cattle scene—was placed ready for 
hanging. 
This picture alone cost $25,000. 


The hall is lighted by oriential lamps in glass 
mosaic. The floor is of marble. 


Off tho left of the hall the reception room is 


placed. The apartment although small cost a 
email fortune to fit up. The walls are hung ia 
embossed velvet of an old-fold shade, the 
tracing being filled in with the most delicately 
finished embroidery. Yellow silk curtains 
give the chamber a softened, agreeable tint— 
very mellow and rich in its effect. Upon a rod 
velvet carpet is extended a hugo tiger robe 
tnmmod with bear skin. 
The mantelpiece, which is composed of 


many precious maibles, supports two curious 
Japanese statuettes m brass, and between 
them a cuiious French clock of hammered 
bronze surmounted by a mythical figure, also 
of bronze. In each corner is a bronze statuette 
resting upon a black marble pedestal. The 
mirror, some six feet m height, is of gold iu- 
laid with ivory. There are only four paintings 
(all in oil) in Una cosy nest of elegance. They 
are a Moorish scene by Schreyer; a figure 
of a child, by W. Bourgnereau, a modern 
Pmddora by Gustavo Jucquet, aud the Forba- 
den Book by A. Veley. It is estimated that 
the contents of this apartment, which is about 
15*20 foot, aloae cost $20,000. 
Tho parlor does not contain a single chair,

conceivable design IB here represented in yel- 
low, lavender, scarlet, aud goldembroderies BO 
exquisitely fine that weak eyes need a magni- 
fying glass to realize the absolute peifection 
of detail. In tho corner nearest tho window 
facing Fifth-avenue stands a marble statue of 
II PeiiBoroso on a revolving pedestal of black 
marble veined with gold. 
Each side of the Fifth-avenue windows sa- 
orb Sevres vasoa beautifully painted in tho 
nost delicate tints fit into niches oxpieasly 
*de to receive them. Midway between the 
oor aud the entrance to tha library, into 
•hioh this apartment opeua, stands a magni- 
oent cabinet eight foot long, fbur feet high 
ud two foot deep, mado of ivory iulaid with 
ne gold tracing, an enlarged imitation of 
lloiuonne workmanship. The top is formed of 
ne piece of Mexican onyx. On the doors are 
Hinted panels on copper from Paris, repro- 
«nting Bacchanalian scenes. The cabinet was 
usde by Hertor, of this city, and coat $5,000. 
'he walls are hung with old gold velvet and 
lie ceilings are superbly f rescoed, large mir-

(J»pt Ham Goode Hopkins killed a Spanish 
count near Madrid, Mo.; Hugh Bront killed a 
man fiom Georgia on Diamond island, below 
Henderson, Ky. They were used sevoral times 
in Virginia, twice in South CUiolinn., and more 
than once in Kentucky, with deadly effect, liob- 
ert Trlplett, of Owerisboro, shot the old law- 
yer, Phil Thompson, of that city through and 
through with one of them, but, atrange to say, 
Thompson recovered, and grew as fat as a 
bear. Henry Clay, and Capt Hopkins were 
fast friends, and the former was to have used 
tho pistols m one of his duels, but they arrived 
a day too late.
